GOOD OBE.—Assays made of ore taken 


from the bottom of tke Sierra Nevada 
inoliite last Saturday by visitor* show 
it to.be much richer than was at first 
supposed. Although it was judged that 
the me woxild go but about $20, it has 
been found to assay over $200. An 
astonishing thing about the ore is that 
it assays $195 in gold. Itwas doubtless 
the small amount of silver contained iu 
the ore which deceived tbe experts in 
making their estimates of its value. 
The ore was found on the North side of 
the bottom of the incline and occurs in 
n streak about three inches in width. 
To find ore so rich in gold nt the pres- 
ent great depth is considered tin infal- 
lible indication of the p=rmnuenceof the 
vjin. The streak of ore appears to be 
a feeder leading down to the main vein,

The De- 
partment meantime will examine his 
plan for the removal of all valley In- 
dians from Arizona to a permanent res- 
ervation on the Colorado river, towards 
its mouth, and he has hopes of its 
adoption. 


Fremont has submitted to the Gov- 


ernment a plan for bringing the waters 
of the Gulf of California back to their 
old basin in Southern California, which 
would, he says, create an inland sea 
200 miles long, 50 miles broad and 300 
feet deep, converting a desert waste 
into a highway for commerce, and great- 
ly improving the climate of Southern 
Arizona and Southeastern California. 
Fremont says he has been 'successful in 
awakening the attention of capitalists 
to Arizona mining interests and expects 
good results to follow.

H« Bulldom a Mooting That Was Called to Bnll- 


doMHim.

The people there dis- 
ouHnod tho mutter until they finally be- 
came HO hot that they determined to give 
vent to their enraged feelings through 
she medium of a public meeting. The 
.don WBH to moot and adopt n Berics of 
resolutiono denunciatory of Senator 
Coming and tho rest of tho White Pine 
delegation who stood with tho railroadu 
in tho Legislature. Accordingly a meet- 
ing was called and tho majority of the 
people of the place assembled, some with 
an honest purpose to express their views 
on tho subject of fares and freights, some 
to gratify personal or political spleen, 
and all more or loss actuated by idle cu- 
riosity. There wore men there cocked 
and primed with resolutions designed to 
flay tho recreant members alive. 
The 


meeting had been organized and every- 
thing was in readiness for a perfect 
cloubburst of indignant wrath. At this 
juncture, who should enter the building 
and walk quietly down the aisle but Sen- 
ator Comins himself. 
He was appar- 


ently without supporters, but as our in- 
formant expressed it, "he had h—1 in 
his eye." He at once took the floor, with- 
out announcement, and began to speak, 
explaining his course in the Legislature 
on the railroad issue, and saying that he 
had nothing to excuse or take back, and 
if called upon again to act would pur- 
sue precisely tho same policy. He then 
proceeded to say that he had acted con- 
scientiously throughout his legislative 
career, and that any man in the crowd, 
or elsewhere, who impugned his motive 
or honesty was a sneaking coward and 
despicable liar! He then remarked that 
the meeting had been called for the 
avowed purpose of aspersing his charac- 
ter—a thing that no man could do with 
impunity. They might overpower him, 
but he would defend his official acts and 
honor with his life, if need be. He 
marched around the front seats, defi- 
antly shaking his finger in the faces of 
his prominent enemies, and daring 
them to bring forth their cooked reso- 
lutions. No resolutions were offered, 
and the meeting broke up without ac- 
tion. At one stage there was a bit of a 
struggle ahd several knives were drawn, 
but no damage was done more serious 
than the cutting of one man's hand 
slightly. Our informant says he never 
witnessed a finer display of undaunted 
courage than was presented by Senator 
Comins.

THE LONGEST TUNNEL. 


[London Times.] 


The Gothard tunnel is now the long 


eat tunnel in the world, its length, bor- 
ed from both sides, reaching a total of 
13,481 yards—23 yards longer than the 
Mount Cenis, Very nearly 3,000 yards 
still remain to be excavated, and if the 
work goes on ns rapidly this year as it 
went on last, the navvies from Goschen 
and those from Airola may expect about 
this time 12 mouths to shake hands in 
the heart of the mountain, This, how- 
ever, is far from being a certainty, for 
according to the calculations of the 
geologists, the workmen will find direct- 
ly under the Knstelthorn a thick mass of 
serpentine and schist, which may prove 
a considerable hindrance. Most of the 
laborers employed in the galleries are 
Italians. They work night and day, in 
shafts, of eight hours each and their 
work iu described as being terribly 
severe. The heat is so great that they 
can wear no clothes whatever. They 
return to the mouth of the tunnel 
streaming with perspiration, their faces 
are yellow and ghastly, they cannot bear 
the light of the sun, they walk with 
bent shoulders and stagger as if carrying 
burdens too heavy for their strength. 
They are nevertheless said to be cheer- 
ful, 
and even merry, They support 


their hard lot without repining, and 
save money. It is satisfactory to know 
that the contractors by whom the men 
are employed treat them with every con- 
sideration. A surgeon is on the spot, 
accidents being frequent, and ample 
hospital accommodation is provided for 
the ailing and the hurt. 


ELAINE AND CONKLING. 


[Washington Con. Detroit Free Press.) 


During the three days' debate in the 


Senate last week on the China question 
it was an entertaining thing to watch 
the actions of Blaine and Conkling. 
These high-spirited rivals, as usual, 
took opposite sides on the subject under 
discussion. They both made several 
speeches. For a wonder Conkling deign- 
ed to listen to Blaine: and vice versa, 
But though pitted against him in debate, 
neither would allow himself to' refer, 
even indirectly, to anything the other 
had siiid. They have . not spoken to 
each other, for thirteen years, although 
at every, session of Congress during that 
time they have been rubbing against each 
other. They sit in the Senate chamber 
less than fifteen feet apart; talk over 
each other's head; look at one another 
but as far as any recognition of one an- 
other's presence is concerned, they are 
both blanks. One may search the Con- 
gressional Becord in vain for a single 
word uttered by Conkling since Blaine 
entered the Senate, which in the remot- 
est degree suggests that the, Senator 
from New .York was aware that there is 
any such thing as the Senator from 
Maine. Blaine haa once spoken of 
some amendment or other "offered by 
the Senator from New York," but has 
never gont. further, than this in refer- 
ring to Conkling,

CHINESE FUNERAL. 


Oriental Obsequies—A Chinese Mogul Gees Over 


ihs Dark River "in Fine Style, and is Laid 
Away With a Flourish of Trumpets, 


Yesterday afternoon the Keno Brass 


Bnnd sounded a dirge as they wended 
their tuneful way through the principal 
streets at the head of a procession—the 
like of which Keno had never before 
witnessed. All Eeno gathered to see 
the pageant as it passed. Following 
the band came the members of the Chi- 
nese Lodge, arrayed in white with red 
sashes, the leader bearing a monstrous 
Mongolian flag, with two or three small- 
er ones immediately following. Then 
came the hearse, in which lay the de- 
ceased encased in a rosewood coffin. 
Close in the wake came the mourners, 
on foot. Two or three of them had to 
be supported as they wended their tear- 
ful way after the loved and lost. After 
these came the "citizens on foot" as we 
would say in English. Now came the 
Chinese band, which was a decided con- 
trast to the one at the head of the col- 
umn. What tune they were trying to 
play will never be found out, and it 
would have given a clown the St. Vitus 
dance to have tried to keep step to it. 
It should be seen and heard to be ap- 
preciated. The rear was brought up in 
good order by a number of carriages 
filled with Chinamen, who were duly 
impressed with the solemnity and mag- 
nificence of the occasion. At the grave 
the ceremonies were in accord with the 
eternal fitness of things, from a Chinese 
standpoint. A bountiful supply of edi- 
bles, such as would have delighted the 
epicurean stomach now at rest, and 
which did fascinate the dusky children 
of the forest who hung around waiting 
for the crowd to scatter before they be- 
gan their unholy feast, was spread so 
that when the departed started on his 
long journey to be with Josh forever, he 
could start well fixed as to grub. The 
ceremonies over, the assembled multi- 
tudes returned to town in disorder, and 
"left him alone in his glory," until the 
Commissioners grant permission to send 
his bones back to China. 


A Possible Bonanza at Pea- 
vine.

Eeno Gazette a statement, made, to a 
Gazette reporter by Mr. B. Donohne of 
New York, in which Mr. Donohue gave 
his impression of the Golden Fleece 
mini in Peavine District. He described 
the nine as containing a large body of 
ore, ijomewhat refractory, but not BO 
base as in his judgment to prevent it 
being readiiy reduced. It seems he was 
right about it. 
We were yesterday 


shown a letter from Denver, Colorado, 
giving the returns of three sacks of 
Golden Fleece ore sent there to be tested 
at the dry ore reduction works of Messrs. 
Schayer & Co. The returns are entirely 
satisfactory, so far as value is concerned, 
but much more so on account of the 
report which the managers of the re- 
duction works make of the ore. 
The 


letter says: "The 'ore boing easily 
dressed, if you have qoautites of it, it 
will be a highly profitable mine either 
by working it where it is or by con- 
centrating it and shipping it." Prof- 
essor Stewart informed us long ago that 
the Golden Fleece was a very large vein 
with an almost endless amount of ore. 
All the facilties for either reduction or 
concentration are convenient and cheap- 
er than at almost any other point in 
Nevada, 
Mr. 3. P. Richards, a mine 


manager now, we believe, at Marietta, 
in this State, visited the Golden Fleece 
recently ami confirmed the universal tes- 
timony in regard to the great strength 
of the vein and a large quantity of ore 
exposed. The mine is but a short dis- 
tance from Eeno, and we presume 'that 
our home experts have not become 
familiar with it. It requires only'three 
or four hours to go from Beno, examine 
the property and return, and, inasmuch 
as people from abroad speak BO highly 
of it, it is possible that it contains a 
bonanza and ought to be looked after. 
If Washcie County has a good mine it is 
one of the best counties in the State to 
operate in, and our mining men should 
make a note of the fact.

Placer Mines. 


John Orndorff, of this city, says the 


Enterprise, has just returned from the 
placer mines situated in the foothills of 
the Sierras, a short distance to the 
southwest of Washoe Lake.

three or four days at these mines, and 
located a valuable tract of ground on the 
ancient river channel which undoubtedly 
comes through the mountains from be- 
yond Lake Tahoe. In 1861 a very rich 
deposit of J lead gold of the genuine 
California kind was found in a small 
mine in the region mentioned.

HEATHEN JUSTICE.
